The Colorado Statesman Falls 
under the Displeasure of 
the IrasciWe Judge.

Belford Appears on the Witness-

Judge Wylie Denies eo Beltord the 
Right to Speak Rerdell’s

Belford, as He Leaves the Court, Cries 


Out Against the Decision of 
the Judge, 


The Judge Fines Belford $100, and Bob In- 
gersoll’s Eloquence Fails to Save 
Him+Dorsey’s Card. 


Wasnurnaton, D. C., March 7.—[Special.] 
—The defendants in the star-route case to- 
day did not explode the bombshell which 
they had announced upon the opening of the 
case. The first witness. was Representative 
Belford, of Colorado. He was summoned 
for a twofold purpose—to heip the defend- 


ants in their theory that the expedition isnot | 


only to be justified, but was demanded by 
the rapid development of the Western coun- 
try, and to vindicate himself from the state- 
ment made by Rerdell on cross-examina- 
tion that there was a check of $2,000 
on the stub of which the initials, “J. B. B..“ 
meant James B. Belford. The star-ronte de- 
fense as to the growth of the country became 
pretty hackneyed on the last trial, but the 
defense have commenced the same line on 
this trial. Belford will probably be followed 
by Gen. Sherman, as he has already been by 
Secretary Teller. All of these gentlemen 
will testify to the rapid growth of the West- 
ern country, and the defendants’ lawyers 
will endeavor to prove from this that the ex- 
pedition of all the routes necessary. ‘The 
Government will be ready with rebutting 
evidence to show that may of the petitions 
favoring expedition were ffaudulent, Judge 
Belford’s vindication of the charge as to the 
check was simply this passionate declaration 
in open court: S0 Selp me God, I never 
saw the check.” This outburst cost Judge 
el ford $100, as his testimony on the subject 
was excluded, Rerdeli’s evidence having 
been ruled out, and Judge Wylie refused him 
permission to make a stateMent. Belford, 
however, had announced that he should 
make the statement in some way. He prob- 
ably considered 8100 cheap for the privilege. 
THE BOWEN SCANDAL. 

There have been doubts whether the Gov- 
ernment was ever in earnest in its attempt to 
prosecute the notorious Bowen, the special 
agent of the Department of Justice, who 
was connected with the first star-route brib- 
ery. He has failed to appear, and the 
District-Attorney today moved to forfeit his 


bail, but it is now said that the bail, Which 


was $1,000, is worthiess, 


IN COURT — as 

Wasnurncros, D.C., 7. The star 
route trial was resumed this morning. 

Ingersoll began the case for the defense by 
calling the Hon. James B. Belford, of Colo- 
rado, to the witness-stand. He said he had 
represetited the State in Congress since it 
had been admitted to the Union; had trav- 
eled over nearly the whole of the State, and 
was acquainted with its growth and devel- 
opment. The witness identified his signa- 
ture to a petition upon one of the Colorado 
routes, 

Ingersoll was about to show that Belford 
had frequently called at the Post-Office De- 
partment and sought to have the mail facili- 
ties of his state increased—in other words, 
that the influence came from Colorado. 

Merrick objected, because the proposed in- 
quiry applied to the whole State instead of a 
single route. If they went into this evidence 
the prosecution would call upon Hill to prove 
that he had been solicited by Belford to co- 
operate with him in securing increased mail- 
service, and that he had declined. 

Ingersoll insisted that it was proper to 
show on what representations and influence 
the increase had been made. The criminal 
law provided that if any lawful justification 
could be shown for an alleged criminal ac- 
tion it must be assumed to be the motive that 
led to that action. They would show that 
this witness called frequently at the depart- 
ment and urged and demanded an increase 
of mail facilities. 

The court said it would allow the defense 
to show that the witness had used his in- 
fluence with the department, but it would 
not go into any question of the general poli- 
cy of the department. 

The examination was then resumed. 

The witness said he called many times 
(possibly 100 times) at the Post-Office De- 
partment to urge upon the Second-Assistant 
Postmaster-General a multiplication of mail 
service, From the magnitude of his busi- 
ness he could not remember a visit in con- 
nection with any particular route. 

The witness was asked to state what he 
said to Brady regarding the needs of Colo- 
rado. 

The prosecution objected that this was 
touching upon the policy of the department. 

The court said it was not the policy but 
the needs ot the countrygit was now proposed 
should be shown. 

The witness then said he had impressed 
upon Brady the rapid growth and needs of 
the State. He instanced the Silverton route 
through the San Juan country and Leadville, 
In this town several years ago he had found 
it impossible to walk down the street; the 
mail comprised 120 letters. There were 40,000 
or 50,000 people there now. There was Fort 
Collins; he was there when six houses com- 
posed the town. When he was there the 
other day he could hardly find his way 
through the town. 

“J object,”’ said Merrick. Is that compe- 
tent, your Honor? He is saying that he told 
Brady that when it only happened the other 
day.“ 

The objection was sustained, but the court 
decided to allow the witness to prove the 
growth of the country. 

The witness went on to instance many 
flourishing towns and cities in Colorado that 
had sprung up with the last few years. 

Mr. Merrick objected because of the time 
referred to, but the court beld it was proper 
evidence, for it might go to show Brady 
foresaw the future development of the 
country. 

The witness continued that he came here 
te look after the interest of his constituents, 
to carry out their requests, and if they asked 
him to do the same thing again he would.

He thought 
he had the right to ask these questions, to 
show that witness had acted in good faith in 
seeking an extension of service, 
Davidge also thought witness should 
have an opportunity to vindicate himself.

POSTAL ORD ERS. 
IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THE LaAW- TUR 
NEW NOTE. 

Wasntweror, D. C., March 7.—[Special.] 
—The Dill which will most interest the peo- 
ple next to the Tax and Tariff bill is the 
Postal-Note bill.» This bill authorizes the 
issue of a postal note which will be a very 
nearapproach, for many purposes, to frac- 
tional paper currency. Since the repeal of 
the fractional currency act there has been a 
general demand that Congress should pro- 
vide some means for making remittances of 
smail sums through the mails, which shall 
be cheaper and simpler than the present 
money-order and advice. The purpose of 
the Postal-Note bill, which has 

is to afford the greatest practical 
ifety for making small remittances at the 
least possible expense. It is believed that 
the law just passed will meet this urgent 
public want and simplify to a great extent 
the operations of the money-order system, 
It was the purpose of the framers of the bill 
to follow as closely as possible the existing 
British system, and there the issuance of 
these postal notes has been confined to the 
money-order service. There are now in the 
United States some 6,000 postal money-order 
offices and 40,000 post-offices. The postal 
notes are to be engraved on steel 
in a style of art equal to the greenback or the 
National-bank notes, and as compared with 
the printed money-order will be very ex- 
pensive. This care is necessary to protect 
the purchaser. The expense 2 ef supplying 
ali the . jn the United States with 
a complete stock of these notes is one of the 
reasons why the system is limited to the 
money-order offices. ‘The issue of these 
stal-notes at so small a fee is considered at 
best an experiment. More than one-

A lamp was let down into the old air-shaft, 
but before it reached the bottom went ont, 
giving evidence of the existence of foul air, 
and demonstrating the fact that it will be 
dangerous to make a search. In spite of 
this danger, howeyer, there are scores of 
men who are anxious to go down, evgn at 
the risk of their lives.

Now THAT the lumber barons have suc- 
ceeded in manipulating the National Legis- 
lature so that u prohibitive tax has been laid 
upon the foreign product they are making 
ready to secure the fruits of their victory. 
We publish elsewhere in this morning’s is- 
sue the text of a private and confidential“ 
letter addressed to the lamber manufacturers 
of the Northwest and signed by representa- 
tives of Chicago and several points in Michi- 
gan, lowa, and Minnesota. For pure and 
unadulterated gall this circular discounts 
anything yet rded, It starts out with a 
declaration that certain mysterious com bina- 
tions are at work avowedly for the purpose 
of compelling the unhappy lumbermen (who 
have just been given a 20 per cent bonus) to 
sell their product at figures to be 
named by such combination. Then it de- 
clares that the cost of .stumpage is 
increasing every year (much to the advan- 
tage of the lumber barons). On top of this 
it is allowed that “the country is in a rea- 
sonably healthy and prosperous condition.“ 
and that there will be a good demand for 
lumber during the season.

EFFECT OF THE NEW TARIFF ON 
ES-UNIONS. 


Some of the manufacturers of Pittsburg 


and elsewhere are already advancing the 


opinion that wages must come down“ as a 
result of the new tariff law. This is a hypo- 
critical and unfair way of attacking the 
trades-unions, It may be that the shrinkage 
in prices- which had already taken place 
months before the new tariff was enacted in 
various kinds of manufactured goods necessi- 
tates a reduction of wages in certain industries 
in order to assure a profit to the mill-owners. 
It that be the case, the reduction was equally 
necessary before the adoption of the new 
tariff, and an attempt in that direction would 
have been made if no tariff legislation had 
been passed. The point is, that prices on the 
average will not be any lower for the time- 
being by reason of the new tariff than they 
would have been under the old tariff, be- 
cause the reductions had already been made 
under the pressure of competition and over- 
production. If wages be reduced in order to 
meet the reduction in prices it will be decep- 
tive and fraudulent to represent to the work- 
ing men that the new tariff law has rendered 
this course imperative. 

Most of the labor strikes in this country 
have been based on the impression prevail- 
ing among the tradés-unions that they do 
not receive a proper share of the bonus 
given to the bosses by the tariff. It is rarely 
that any e of sober workmen in, this 
country have occasion to complain that their 
wages do not give them enough to live on; 
but itis easy to understand why they should 
demand higher wages when they believe 
that their employers are fleecing the com- 
munity and receiving exorbitant profits 
under the artificial protection of a high 
tariff against foreign competition. The ad- 
visers and chief men of the labor unions 
keep well posted on such points. They 


| know that the protection principle in the 


tariff system has been supported largely upon 
the assumed benefits conferred upon Ameri- 
can workmen, and they know also that the 
workmen have not had their wages in- 
creased in anything like the same proportion 
which the tariff has increased the prices of 
the goods on the public which they have 
helped to produce. It is not strange, there- 
tore, that this condition of things has led 
to desperate and prelonged “ strikes” for 


goods below the importing figure fixed by 
the new tariff. In every case where this has 
been done, and it has been nearly if not quite 
universal, it will not be possible to depress 
prices still further by the introduction of 
competing foreign goods. The case of steel 
rails illustrates the principle. The new tariff 
fixes the duty at $17 a ton. If the foreign 
price is $25 and the cost of importation and 
freight to Chicago is 85 more, then English 
steel rails can be laid down at Chicago only 
at a price of $47. But contracts can be made 
for steel rails at this point for $42, and that 
was the price months before the new Tariff 
bill was passed. It was a price fixed by the 
manufacturers themselves as a result of their 
own competition which had been inaugu- 
rated by the boom in prices under the 
operation of the old $28 per ton tariff. Since 
steel rails cannot be imported under the 
terms of the new tariff at as low a price as 
Ameridan manufacturers are ready and 
anxious to accept, it is folly to contend that 
the new tariff will force down the American 
price any further. What is true of this par- 
ticular branch of the iron and steel industry 
is also true of all other Dranches of the iron 
business. ; 

The chief boon which the new tariff offers 
the American people is a guarantee that 
prices shall not again be crowded up toa 
dizzy hight, which necessarily entails a sud- 
den and disastrous fall. To use the same il- 
lustration, it will not be possible for Ameri- 
can manufacturers to charge more than 
about $46 at Chicago for steel rails without 
opening the door for the importation of for- 
eign rails, whereas the retention of the old 
rate of duty ($28 per ton) would have ena- 
bled them, in case of another boom, to run 
the price above $00 a ton. Just now the 
iron industry is undergoing a weeding-out 
process; the weak and badly managed con- 
cerns are closing out their affairs. The inor- 
dinate stimulation of too much “ protection ” 
had expanded the capacity of the iron mills 
far beyond the consuming power of the coun- 
try, with the necessary effect of overdoing 
the business, bursting the iron doom,“ 
knocking down not only prices, but the 
weaker concerns. After the business shall 
again be placed ona solid footing and com- 
petition shall be shortened up, the iron mas- 
ters will combine for higher prices. 
It. is at this point that the new 
tariff will step in and prevent them from 
practicing extortion on the public and from 
again overreaching themselves. The new 
tariff will not have the effect of depressing 
prices now, whfch will be regulated by the 
demand and the extent of competition among 
the domestic producers; but when prices 
turn for the better it will protect the Ameri- 
can manufacturers and the public from the 
disaster which the greed of the former would 
be apt to bring about in the absence of the 
restraints which it imposes.

BREWSTER’S EYE. 

Attorney-General Brewster has introduced 
a new thing into the humdrum monotony of 
the debates of Congress. The day after Sen- 
tor Van Wyck, with un-Senatorial candor and 
regard for the people’s interests, had exposed 
the overcharges of the special counsel set to 
catch the star-route thieves, the Attorney- 
General entered the Senate Chamber with 
wrists and temper ruffled. It was seen at 
once that he had come to reply to the attacks 
of the Nebraska man. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral is not a member of the Senate, uniess 
Simeon Cameron has elected him without 
sending his usual notice to the Government, 
a courtesy which the proprietor of Penn- 
sylvania has never yet ignored. But no 
surprise was felt at the entrance of 
this member of an executive department to 
join in the proceedings. If it was proper for 
the Secretary of the Navy to take part in the 
debate on the Naval Appropriation bills, and 
for Gen. Hazen te reply in the Lower House 
to Beltzhoover, it was right for Brewster to 
“go for” Van Wyck on his own ground. 

Placing himself at the distance required 
by the code in such cases, about fifteen feet, 
Mr. Brewster turned his eye on the offend- 
ing Senator. Brewster has a prehensile eye, 
as the star-route thieves have not found out. 
It is an eye that has had an unusual 
amount of practice. He has had to 
keep it simultaneously on the Camerons, 
so as to know whether Simon says 
thumbs up or thumbs down, and on 
the Western Union, for which he pleads 
in the Pennsylvania courts when his health 
will not allow him to do anything for the 
Government except draw his salary, and on 
his own autogtaph, which he has reduced to 
the ducal simplicity of “ Brewster,” and on 
several other things not too near Judge 
Wylie's court-room. An eye like this is a 
much more formidable weapon than Don 
Cameron’s hand, which was lifted up against 
the Nebraska Senator the day before. Its 
gieam had never failed to overawe a Penn- 
sylvania rebel against the house of Cameron. 
A Pennsylvania Judge*seldom failed to “see 
the point” when it was leveled at him. 
Brewster aimed its projectile rays at Van 
Wyck. He looked unutterable things at 
him. He shot withering glances. A full set 
of the Congressional Record would not be 


‘big enough to contain the eloquent remarks 


of Brewster's eye, if they could be im- 
prisoned in speech. 

That the spectators who had the felicity to 
be present assisted with rare luck at the 
birth of a great reform in parliamentary pre 
cedure there can be ho doubt. If the eye 
can only be made the fashionable substitute 

for the over- 


much more decoroas organ to use as ati ex- 
tra in debate than some of those that mem- 
bers have resorted to in moments of excite- 


ment when the resources of ordinary speech 


seemed inadequate to express their patriotic 
emotions, Ifthe tongue has to be heiped 
out, it is much more gentiemanly to reinforve 
it with the eye than with the fist or foot, as 
has sometimes happened when members for- 
got themselves in their anger at some quite 
too dreadful attempt to rob the people. It 
was much better’ breeding for Brewster to 
shake his eye at Van Wyck than for Cam- 
eron to shake his finger at him, 

New inventions and new ideas seldom 
emerge perfect from the mighty brain ‘hat 
first conceives them. For some reason which 
Brewster declares he cannot for the life of 
him understand, Van Wyck did not sink 
through the floor hor go to pieces, The 
withering glances did not even make him 
“dry up.” 80 far from being extinguished, 
the Senator has sine reiterated all he said be- 
fore, with the additional embellishment that 
if the star-route trials lasted much longer the 
plunder of the special counsel ot Brewster’s 
department would be as heavy as that of the 
thieves they were prosecuting. 7 

B. owster must not be discouraged because 
his speaking eye did not silence Van Wyck. 
The Senator from Nebraska has an eye ot 
his own, and he has kept it in most excellent 
practice during the last session peering into 
all kinds of frauds and abuses. It is an 
honest eye, too, and has not yet learned to 
drop before the scrutiny of a Philadelphia 
lawyer. Now, if Brewster’s optical organ is 
out of a job, why would it not be a good 
thing to try iton Dorsey? It might worry 
him so that he would be glad to confess. We 
throw this out as a suggestion. All the 
other resources of the Department of Justice 
have been tried without effect on the arch 
depredator of the Treasury. Mr. Brewster 
has seldom, we believe, taken himself or his 
eye into the court-room where Judge Wylie 
is trying Dorsey, Ingersoll, Merrick, and 
Bliss. Let him go there and train hf eye on 
Dorsey. It is worth trying once, at least. 
lf it had no other effect, it might convert 
lngersoll to a belief in the existence of a 
personal devil.

LAND MONOPOLY IN THE UNITED STATES 

We do not need to look to England for 
illustrahons of the evilof land monopoly. 
What has been done there to take away the 
ground from under the feet of the people by 
grants to court favorits, to monasteries, and 
by the stealing of common lands by those 
who had been given so much that they 
thought themselves entitled to take anything 
they wanted is being repeated among us on 
a much greater scale by grants to States, to 
railroad corporations, and by the thieving in - 
closure by the railroads of millions of acres 
that were not included in their grants. 

The public domain of the United States, 
which footed up a grand total of 1,828,180, 
387 acres, including all the acquisitions be- 
ginning with the cessions from the original 
thirteen States and ending with the pur- 
chase of Alaska, is now reduced by sales to 
settlers, grants to States, and for Indian and 
military reservations, gifts to railroads, pfi- 
vate land claims, and so forth, to about 
1,000,000,000 acres. Deducting from this 
Alaska, the mountainous portions of the 
West, and the swamps of the South, it is 
estimated that there remain today of the 
legacy of acontinent but 250,000,000 aeres 
of arable land in the possession of the U nited 
States. 

One-half exactly of this residue is claimed 
by railroad corporations, who demand 1%,- 
000,000 acres to make good the grants of Con- 
Kress. 

Almost all the land is claimed under grants 
which have lapsed, and which a declaratory 
act by Congress could réstore to settlement. 
Every attempt to obtain such action from the 


Wongress which has just adjourned failed. 


All the railroads wanted was non-action, and 
they got it. During the recess railroad-build- 
ing will be pushed across the continent with 
feverish haste, grants will be claimed and 
will be allowed by the Department of the In- 
terior ih the absence of any positive action 
by Congress, certificates will be issued to the 
roads, and when Congress reassembles it 
will find that tens of millions of acres of land 
that by all considerations of justice and fair 
play should have been left to the use of the 
farmers and settlers have passed into the 
grip of railroad corporations. 

The public are profoundly ignorant of 
what is being done with their land. They do 
not know, for instance, that land granted 
sixteen years ago toa road that has never 
been built is still reserved by the Land De- 
partment, and settlers are refused permis- 
sion to enter on it. This is true not only in one 
case, but in almost all cases of grants. It is 
the uniform practice of the Land Depart- 
ment. 

Twelve years ago Congress granted 14,000,- 
000 acres to the Texas Pacific. Not a rail 
has ever been laid by this company to earn 
this grant, but not only was all the land that 
it might earn promptly withdrawn by the 
Land Office from settlement, but as well all 
the land by the side of this on the ground 
that until it was known what belonged to 
the road none could be taken by the home- 
steader. Worse than that: All the land be- 
yond the grant within the limits (called 
indemnity limits) where the corporation was 
allowed to go to make up deficiencies in its 
grant like those that resulted from previous 
sales to settlers was also withdrawn from 
public entry. 

‘What this means is, that the Land Depart- 
ment has drawn a black mark 638 miles long 
through new Mexico, and Arizona, and Cali- 
fornia, which 4s 100 miles wide in the Terri- 
tories and sixty miles wide in California, all 
of which is Forbidden Land to any citizen in 
search of a home. 

For sixteen years the Land Department for 
the Atlantic and Pacific corporation has 
barred the public similarly out of the public 
lands throughout a strip 1,687 miles long, 
running from Missouri to the Pacific Ocean, 
and this forbidden land is sixty miles wide 
in the States and 100 miles wide in 55 Ter- 
ritories. 

The Southern Pd@ific has failed to con- 
struct 290 miles of the road for which it re- 
ceived a grant, but the Land Department 
has not failed to fence the public out of an 
estate 200 miles long and sixty miles wide 
through the State of California. Bear in 
mind that of this enormous tract from which 
the people have been thus wantonly excluded 
only oge-half could ever by any possibility 
have accrued to the railroad. if it had fui- 
filled all its obligations. But the whole of 
the territory from which the road miglit se- 
lect its land before the grant expired, or steal 
it after expiration, has been shut to the pub- 
lic. The corporation, the Land Department 
rules, must have first pick. Think of sueh a 
ruling as this against the public and in favor 
of a corporation like the Texas Pacific, which 
has not thrown 4 spadeful of dirt to earn its 
erant, but for which the public have for 
eleven years been kept out of 40,000,000 acres, |

A map issued by the Interior Department 
shows the black fingers of this glant hand 
of railroad monopoly cfooking its cov- 
etous joints across the continent with 
a @utch that grasps fiot only the homes 
of posterity but the honor of the Gov- 
ernment. Two hundred millions of acres 
are thus lost to the people—an area equal to 
that of the ofiginal thirteen States. Hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars are taken out of 
their pockets by the higher prices charged 
for the lands sold by corporations that never 
earned them ahd should never have been 
given possession of them. The policy that 
was adopted to facilitate the settlement of 
the country thus results in the fraudulont 
inclosure of land, the exclusion of the set- 
tlers, and the sterilization of an empire that 
should smile with farms. The Great Amer- 
ican Desert of our early geographies is dis- 
appearing, but a new and greater American 
Desert is being created in its place by the 
action of the Land Department and the cor- 


porations. 
— 
WIGGINS’ STORM. 

There seems to be a general disposition to 
give Wiggins another chance. In reality, 
now that Gen. Hazen has publicly an- 
nounced he cannot predict the weather more 
than forty-eight hours beforehand, and as he 
does not even then always predict correctly, 
there does not seem to be any one to whom 
we can turn but Wiggins. Even Vennor has 
abandoned his calculations and gone over to 
Wiggins, and prophets in lowa and Louisi- 
ana, after studying the stars in their courses, 
have come out boldly and announced that 
Wiggins, is correct in his prognostications 
for this month. 

There is also a general disposition to over- 
look Wiggins’ little failure in February. 
When a prophet gets the earth on the wrong 
side of the sun and the malefic planets on the 
wrong side of the earth it is but natural that 
all signs should fail and the horoscope get 
Dadiy mixed up. Even a prophet is liable to 
make a mistake now ahd then, and it should 
not be laid up against him, but the same de- 
gree of lenity will not be extended to him if 
he fails this month. He does not ask it. He 
has burned his bridge behind him and an- 
nounces that he will stand or fall by the 
events of the 11th inst. He has even packed 
his trunk and gone to Halifax to be in the 
very midst of the storm-centre when it comes. 
He has scared the Cape Cod fishermen, and 
they will not set off for the Grand Banks tin- 
tii Wiggins’ storm has passed over. To tell 
the truth, it looks as if the elements in Can- 
ada were getting ready for the grand dis- 
turbance, as ali about Ottawa the roads are 
blockaded with snow, at Halifax the 
storm-signals are hoisted and the wind 
is blowing a gaie, while at Quebec fearfully 
cold weather has set in. It will naturally 
take about a week longer to get these pre- 
liminaries into good shape to precipitate 
Wiggins’ storm, for it will be no ordinary 
one. He has been candid enough to give us 
its full dimensions and directions, so that 
there can be no mistake this time. The dates 
are from March 9 to March 11. “It will,“ 
says Wiggins, “strike this planet on the 9th 
of March in the Northern Pacific Ocean.“ 
We shall not feel it immediately, for it will 
make a tour round the world, traveling west- 
ward at the rate of several hundred miles an 
hour, accompanied by a tidal wave whose 
highest elevation will be reached iu the Bay 
of Bengal. The prophet says of it: “ No 
vessel, whatever her dimensions, will be safe 
out of harbor, and none of small tonnage can 
hope to survive the tidal ‘wave and fury of 
the tempest.” It will reenter this hemi- 
sphere in the Gulf of Mexico, where there 
will be another tidal wave. Then via the 
Mississippi River it will travel northward, 


then west by the Missouri, gathering force on. 


the way until it hits the Rocky Mountains, 
whence it will rebound, shoot across the 
continent, and spend its force on the At- 
lantic coast, Wiggins being there to receive 
it. 

It aads to the probability of Wiggins’ 
storm that he has his stars all right this 
time. He has Saturn and Uranus, two of 
the most formidable “ infortunes ” or malefic 
planets, in trine with each other, and Uranus 
in opposition to the sun. This, according to 
all well-informed astrologers, is a situation 
which threatens a very stormy prospect, and 
Saturday next is the day when this combina- 
tion will occur.

Itis no mun- 
dane affair, but an atmospheric perturbation, 
caused by a force of terrific energy and 
swiftness, coming from some distant space 
in No Man’s Land and clutching the whole 
globe. It is defined so strictly and accurate- 
ly that no one ean mistake an ordinary blow 
for it this time. We shall know what has hap- 
pened, and by what happens Wiggins must 
survive or perish.

THE ARCTIC SEARCH. 


LIEUT, HARBER GIVES AN ACCOUNT OF HIS 
UNSUCCESSFUL SEARCH FOR LIEUT. CHIPP. 


Wasminxoton, D. C., March 7.— Under date 
of Irkoutsk, Siberia, Dec. 8, 1882; Lieut. Har- 
ber writes to the Secretary of the Navy, giv- 
ing a detailed report of the operations of his 
party in their search for the missing people 
of the Geannette: 

At midnight, June 23, they left Irkoutsk 
for the Lena delta, arriving at Bulun July 3. 
They took in the stores left by Engineer 
Melville, and fitted out four parties with na- 
tive boats. Then followed the chief inci- 
dents ofthe search of the different parties 
from d to day and the difficulties 
experien from shoal water and the im- 
possibility of procuring native guides. They 
were frequently compelled to wade and drag 
boats for miles. On the morning of Aug. 21 
they reached Matrai, visited the tomb of 
Lieutenant-Commander De Long and com- 
panions, and put four heavy bolts through 
the standard and arms of the cross, in ac- 
eordancé with the request of Engineer Mel- 
ville. Thence the search Was continued 
northward, and on the 3ist they reached the 
spot where Lieutenant-Commander De Long 
and party were found. Search was made to 
see if anything remained hidden under the 
snow: nothing of consequence, however, 
was found. Returning, the party reached 
Bulun on the 16th of September. Here the 
Jeannette's party was placed in charge of 
Ensign Hunt. ‘The search was continued by 
Lieut. Harber and Mr. Sehultz on sledges. 

Lieut. Harber then gives an account of the 
points Visited and distances traveled, and 
notes the return to Bulun on the 8th of No- 
vember, and adds: 1 regret to state no 
trace of Chipp, or his party, or his boat has 
been seen by us or any of the natives. Itis 
probable that I have communicated with 
every native of the delta and with those who 
were near the coast.” ’ 

The rest of the report relates to arrange- 
ments for the removal of the remains of 
Lieutenant-Commander De Long and party, 
and contains no information not anticipated 


by telegraph. Accompanying the report is a

CURACOA: 

THE COMMANDER OF THE FORT AT CU- 
RACOA APOLOGIZES FOR FIRING ON AN 
AMERICAN VESSEL. 

New York, March 7.— [Special.] — The 
steamship Caracas, of the Red Letter D Line. 
arrived today from Curacoa, Capt. Hopkins 
reported at the office of the owners, Messrs. 
Dallett, Boulton & Co., that the authorities 
at Curacoa had apologized for the firing at 
the steamship Valencia as she was leaving 
port on Feb. 12. They stated that the sup- 
posed insult was entirely due to mistakes on 
the part of two subordinate officers of the 
Dutch Government. When a vessel is about 
to leave Curacoa the master goes to the cus- 
tom-housé, and when he has complied with 
all the regulations required by law he is 
given a port pass. He-then returns to his 
vessel. and when she is ready to leave he 
gives the port-pass to the police officer who 
has been on duty on board the vessel, during 
her stay in port. That officeris expected to 
take the pass to the commander of the fort. 
In case no pass is brought, the latter officer 
concludes that the vessel has not complied 
with the Custom House regulation, and he 
fires a blank shot across her bows and orders 
her to stop. 

IN THE CASE OF THE VALENCIA 
the police officer started with the pass in the 
direction of the fort, but owing to some 
cause or other he tailed to reach the fort in 
time. The commander in the absence of the 
pass ordered a blank charge to be fired 
adross the steamship’s bows. One of the 
subordinate officers took it upon himself to 
load with a solid shot the cannon which was 
fired. After the steamer had got under way 
it was learned that the pass had been duly 
issued. The police officer who had

A DEVOTED DAUGHTER. 
SHE REFUSED TO DESERT HER MOTHER AND 
WAS BURNED TO DEATH. 


New York, March 7,—|Special.|—One of 
many hpndred French flats in New York 
took fire and burned this morning, and two 
ot the occupants were suffocated before they 
could escape. The flat Was known as the 
Cambridge, and was located on East Fifty- 
seventh street. It was five stories high, with 
a basement, and all the rooms were occupied. 
W. G. Fletcher, who occupied rooms with 
his wife and two sons on the first floor, dis- 
covered the fire at 3 o’cleck in the morning. 
The janitor, who was asleep in the base- 
ment with his family, was at once 
aronsed by Mr. Fleteher, who then 
woke the remaining Occupants up, smoke 
already filling the hallways in a dense black 
eloud. There was a District Telegraph box 
in the house, and an alarm was sounded on 
that. The occupants of the top floor coming 
to their doors found the gtairways already 
impassable on account of the smoke. Some 
resorted to the fire-escape in the rear. Mrs. 
Mary II. Wakeman and her daughter at- 
tempted to go down the stairs. It was too 
late. They received tardy warning of the 
fire, which must first have come to Mrs. 
Wakeman, who slept in the rear of the 
house, but she was partly paralyzed and too 
feeble either to make agreat outcry or to 
move about with celerity. Miss Perkins, a 
lady of more than fourseore years, was sleep- 
ing with Miss Wakeman in the front of the 
house, and was acting as her nurse. She 
said that after the alarm Miss Wakeman hur- 
ried her out into the hall and started her 
down the stairs, saying that she would follow 
with her mother. Then she turned back. 
Miss Perkins groped her way down the 
stairs, meeting a man and woman on 
the way. The three had got to 
the first flight of stairs when the firemen 
came and led them out. They were the last 
to make their escape by the front door. Miss 
Perkins heard nothing mote of Miss Wake- 
man after she turned back, but it W plain 
that she died because she would not desert 
her mother. The two made their way down 
one flight of stairs, sank down there, and, 


suffocated by the smoke, met death to- 
ether ‘Their bodies were found by the 
remen after the fire had been sufficiently 
quelled to permit hose being carried into the 
hall and up the stairs. 
When the firemen arrived they were un- 
able to get into the main entrance of che 


house because the smoke was too thick. It 


was not until the flames in the basement had 
been subdued that the men were able to go 
up the staircase. 
NARROW ESCAPES. 
The first family to make use of the fire- 
escapes was that of the Rev. II. S. Day. Mr. 
y is a Baptist minister of wealth, and not 
Ong ago returned from a tour in Europe, in 
the course of which he accumulated pictures, 
rugs, and other articles with which to 
beautify his home. Having rented 
his house till May, he 
the flat temporarily. Last week 
he went to Nyack with his wife, leaving in 
charge of the house a daughter, Miss Belle 
Day, aged 19, and an Irish servant named 
Maggie. On Monday Mrs. Sugden, a sister 
of Mrs. Day, visited Miss Day, and, with her 
two children, aged 14 and 13, remained 
with her during the night and again on Tues- 
day. Miss Day was aroused by shouts of 
fire in fhe light shaft, which all admit 
was an excellent sound medium, She 
awakened her little cousin and hurried 
through the halls, diready peg valine to fill 
with smoke, to the bedroom of her aunt She 
found the door locked, and cried oft “ Aunt 
Nell, get up and dress!” “ What's the mat- 
ter?” asked Mrs. Sugden, Miss Day was 
too excited to explain. Taking up a fur- 
lined cloak that lay on a sofa in the parlor 
she shouted: “Don’t ask me, but get u 
quick and put your dress on,“ and hurriec 
back to her own room. Mrs. Sugden fol- 
lowed. When she reached the light shaft 
she could already see the flames roaring past 
the windows opening into it. As yet no one 
was to seen on the balconies. 
One of the little girls, terrified by 
the excitement, started up the ladder, and 
had to be brought back. After descending 
two ladders the first balcony was reached. 
It was about eight feet above the ground, 
and an iron ladderviay on its floor, but the 
women were too excited to see it. Fearful 
that escape was cut off even here the women 
cried out louder than ever for help. Thomas 
Harcroft stood under the opening on tho last 
balcony and received the 
children in dis 
they lowered themselves, lifted 
them unhurt to the ground. Before Mrs. 
Sugden, Miss Day, and the children had left 
the balcony the ladders above became crowd- 
ed with frightened women, and the helpful 
watchman literally had more than his one 
handful. 
Mrs. Wakeman was the wife of Abram 
Wakeman, who was Collector of the port 
under Lincoln. 
THE LOSSES. 
When the flames were extinguished it w 
seen thatthe building was in ruins. The 
tront and side walls remained standing, but 
they were cracked ly. The furniture, 
ornaments, and clothing on all the floors 
had been either burnea or much damaged. 
The building, which was insured, was 
damaged about $50,000. The losses to 
— 7 1 were estimated by the ice at 
$40, in the agere te. Mr. Day had pict- 
ures worth abott $5,000 in his rooms. His 
loss was about $5,000, and the amount of his 
insurance was $3,000. Members of the in- 
surance patrol were in charge of the build- 
ing today, and it was belie that they would 
be able to save many valvable articles from 
destruction. 
THE DEAD MOTHER AND DAUGHTER. 
Mrs. Wakeman was the daughter of Judge 
Harwood, and was born in Sandy Hill, Wash- 
ington County, N. 1. Her daughter, Rosa- 
mond B. Wakeman, was in her 20th vear. 
Mr. Abrain Wakeman practiced law with his 
2 Thaddeus B. Wakeman, their office 
ing in the Bennett Building. Two chil- 
dren—Abram Wakeman Jr.. a coffee mer- 
chant, and Mary Lee, wife of Robert Moore, 
residing at Trenton, N. J.—remain.- Mr. 
Wakeman was away in Albany, and did not 
reach this — until 6 o’clock this morning, 
and heard nothing of the firé and his bereave- 
ment until he reached his son’s house in 
Park avenue, Dr. Harwood Wakeman was 
drowned while bathing at Blue Mountain 
Lake Aug. 15,1878. Here also the dead of Mrs.

Among the latter rest the late Hon. William

Those who remembered Elliott in the street 
or in sporting resorts were not unmindful of 
the fact he never wore a shirt-collar 
during his life. His broad face seemed made 
of wax. It bore the determined expression 
remembered by those who had seen him in 
the prize ring. His lips were tightly closed, 
and his eyes were sunken, as in life. The 
arene scar on his left cheek was ghastlier 
than ever before. There were no bruises on 
his face—nothing to tell its own story of the 
terrific death-struggle with Jere Dunn. 

At dusk the procession still moving in- 
to the house, up the stair-case, and through 
the parior.

A Three - Hundred - Thousand - Dollar 
Blaze at Nashville, Tenn.—De- 
structive Fires Elsewhere. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 7.—[Special. }|— 
At a few minutes before 10 o’clock tonight 
flames were discovered issuing from the cel- 
lar of the wholesale drug establishment of 
William Litterer, on Market street, near 
Broad, and by the time Mr. Litterer had 
placed his books in the safe the fire had 
made such progress that he had barely time 
to escape. A generat alarm was sounded, 
and the Fire Department responded 
with alacrity, finding upon arriving at 
the scene that the interior of the store was 
one dense mass of flame.

SKILLED LABOR. 


Formal Opening of the Bose Bolytech- 
mic Institute at Terre Haute. 

Tann Haute, Ind., March 7—1Special, ]— 
The Rose Polytechnic Institute, endowed by 
thé lat@Chauncey Rose, was opened today. 
Addresses were made by ex-Secretary of the 
Navy R. W. Thompson, who gave a history 
of the founder; Gen. John Eaton, United 
States Commissioner of Education, spoke on 
the history of polytechnic institutes; and 
the aims of this institution were set forth in. 
the inaugural address of the President, 
Charles O. Thompson, late President of the 
Worcester (Mass.) Polytechnic Lnstitute. 

Dr. Thompson began by briefly reviewing 
the field of technival education, in order to 
understand the functions of the school. The 
word technology has now come to mean 
only the application of the sciences to indus- 
trial ends. It is essentially no new idea, but 
it is certainly no newer than the discovery of 
the law of the conservation of forces, which 
is the great idea of the present century. ‘The 
apprentice system having disappeared, there 
is and always will be a deniand for skilled 
labor. The speaker went on to illustrate the 
inventions which grew out of what were 
once considered the pardonable vagaries of 
great men. Theessential qualities of the en- 
gineer were defined as the mastery of 
the principles of science, the ability to 
express them on paper, and the application 
of them to the solution of mechanical 
probiems. In every field the engineer is dis- 
tinct from the artisan by the measure of his 
knowledge of principles. In modern en- 
gineering some of the greatest successes 
have been those made by young graduates 
of the technological schools, and the speaker 
recited several interesting instances. If 
happy combination of an understanding of 
mechanical principles and theoretical knowl- 
edge of physics be reached in one man, the 
best results follow. The first independent 
polytechnic school was the Ecole Polytech- 
nique, founded in Paris, in 1794, and now in 
this country there are several flourishing in- 
stitutions. In the Rose School the course of 
study will be four years instead of three and 


« half years; the practice will be conceutrated 
I

The correspendence between 
the Committee of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron and Steelworkers and Mr. 
Charles Ridgely, the President of the Spring- 
field Iron Company, is published here today. 
It shows that the committee demanded the 
abolition of the verbal ironclad agreement, 
and of the present system of working the 
furnaces. In his reply Mr. Ridgley stated 
that this demand applied only to the bloom- 
ing plate and billet mills—both new mills to 
all intents and purposes. The blooming plate 
was operated when the company made steel 
rails, but was laid off when that was discon- 4 
tinued and the men discharged. It was 
started up as a naw mill, working on a new 
product and under new regulations. Mr. 
Ridgely explains that the dull times and low | 
prices made the most rigid economy neces- 
sary, and upon this depended their continu- | 
ing in business, It was, therefore, decided 
to work on a non-union basis, and it was not 
supposed that any objection would be made. 
The jobs filled were all new ones, and none 
of the old employés were displaced, but were 
given the new jobs. None of the rules of 
the Amalgamated Association were tholested, 
and Mr. Ridgely says that Mr. Jarrett and 
three of the Vice-Presidents stated that the 
association had ne right to interfere in the 
arrangements which it had been thought 
best to make for the workers. The company 
therefore refused to recognize the right of 
the association, or of any committee from 
any of the other departments, to interfere 
with the workings of the blooming plate 
and billet mills, and for that reason declined 
to comply with emands of the committee. 
In conclusion, Mr. Ridgely said: It was very 
unfertunate that this question had arisen 
just now, throwing 500 werkmen out of em- 
ployment at a time when labor is not in de- 
mand, It was also a hardship on the com- 
pany, for orders are not easy to secure in any 
department, and those they now had they 
would probably lose.“ a 

The committee today replied to this com- 
munication as follows: 

“And there is no reason to expect the 
strike to terminate very soon. It is impos- 
sible for us to retrace the steps we have 
taken. We wish you to know that we do 
not refer to your plate or billet mills, only 
that you will withdraw the system of work- 
ing at the furnaces,and also the lines you 
have drawn over men and against the

Reported Settlement of the Misunder- 
standing at Centralia, III. 

Pirrspure, Pa., March. 7,-—/!Special.|— 
Secretary Martin, of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation, received a telegram this morning 
stating that the strike of the employés of the 
iron-mill at Centralia, LiL, which has been 
in progress since the tirst of the year, had 
been settled to the satisfaction of the strikers. 
Lie said that the Centrajia mill, which is de- 
voted to the manufacture of nails, and is 
owned by a codperative association, had been 
shut down on account of an attempt to re- 
duce the price of paddling from $6 to $5.50 
per ton. Many of the workmen held stock, 
but they had been outvoted, and had joined 
the strike. Mr. Weeks had not heard 
of the settlement, and seemed dis- 
inclined to believe that the Amal- 
gamated Association had gained a victory. 
His account of the trouble was a little differ- 
ent from that furnished by Mr. Martin. The 
Centralia mill, he said, was one in which 
work was resumed during the Strike with 
the understanding that whatever price was 
ultimately agreed upon in Pittsburg should 
rule there. hen the strike ended by the 
workmen here agreeing to work for the old 
wages, it was decided that the reduction at 
Centralia should not go into effect until the 
ist of January last. On that date, Mr. Weeks 
said, the men again urred about ac- 
ceptinge the reduction, which was only 
25 cents per ton (Wheeling prices rule 
at Centralia), and aftersome discussion the 
company resolved to pay the $6 per ton for 
pu ddling, but refused to allow four of the 
more prominent strikers to return to work. 
This caused the strike to be declared. Mr. 
Weeks did not think it probable that the 
men had won, and telegraphed to Centralia 
for particulars. At last acgounte he had re- 
ceived no answer, which icates that the

Incineration of the Seventeenth Body 
ia the Le Moyne Crematory at @Wash- 
ington, Pa. : 
WASHINGTON, Pa., March 7.— [Special.]! — 

Seventeen human bodies have now found 

their way into the Le Moyne crematory and 

there reduced to ashes. The custom seems 
to be growing into favor. It is but five 
weeks since the remains of a child of Dr. 

Samuel Hahn, deceased, 6f New York, were 

incinerated here. The child’s father was 

also cremated a few years ago. A large pro- 
portion of these incinerations have been of 
persons from New York. ‘The one disposed 

of today was the corpse of Henry Seybert, a

Muntificent Bequests of the Late Henry 
Seybert, Cremated Yesterday, 
Par.apEeELpu1A, March 7,—[Special.]— 
Henry Seybert’s wilh was made public yes- 
terday, and, although it had been expected 
that it would abound in provisions for char- 
itable institutions, the grand generosity of 
its gifts ana the practical manner of its pro- 
visions were universally regarded with ad- 
miration. He left to the University of Penn- 
Sylvania for the endowment of a chair of 
mental and moral philosophy $60,000, 
and for the ehdowment of a ward in 
the wing for chronic diseases $60,000; the 
City of Philadelphia Seybert Fund for 
Fuel and Bread and the Eduestion- 
al Home. $10,000 each; the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals, Home Missionary Society, and Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, $5,000 eagh; to over seventy 
other institutions sums amounting to about 
2 . These bequests are, according to 
the will, to be paid out of the in- 
come of the estate, and the residue of 
the estate, which will amount to over $1,000,- 
000, is left in trust to the executors, to be 
used by them in two similar institutions for 
the care and education of boys girls, 
dr For a number of years before - 
his death, Mr. Seybert was interested in the 
subject of spiritualism, and, while, recogniz- 
ing the great amount of imposture mixed up 
with the subject, held that it merited inves- 
tigation, in order to determine the falsity 
or truth of its pretensions. In giving to the 
University of Pennsylvania the sum of $60,- 
000 for the endowment of the Chair of Men- 
tal and Moral Philosophy, he stipulated, 
therefore, that an impartial investigation 
should be made of modern spiritualism, as 
well as of other systems assuming to repre- 
sent the truth. The will was made in 1373, 
and in it Mr. Seybert expresses the wish that 
his body be cremated, as was done yesterday 
at the Le Moyne furnace at Washington, Pa.

He Was an Ignorant and Avaricious 
Murderer, Who Was Hanged 
Yesterday at Middle- 
burg, Pa. 


MIppLEBURG, Pa., March 7.—[Special.]— 
With tirm tread and unfaltering countenance 
Uriah Moyer, sentenced to death for the 
murder of John and Gretchen Kintzler, took 
his place upon the scaffoid this morning in 
the little court-yard of the Snyder County 
jail. A curious throng, gathered from all 
sections of the country, crowded to the 
very posts of the gallows, The execu- 
tion was celebrated as a gala day. 
Sheriff David Reichley stepped upon the 
gallows first, and, turning, extended his hand 
to Moyer in assistance. For a moment there 
was a pause, as his two spiritual advisers 
arranged themselves one on each side 
of the criminal. Sheriff Reichiey, tapping 
him nene on the shoulder, awoke him from 
the mental haze into which he was falling. 
My friend,” whispered the Sheriff. do 
you wish to say anything ?’- In alow but 
clear voice Moyer addressed the crowd in 
the following words, in Pennsylvania Dutch: 

Ettinger and myself were the only ones in 
Kintzier's house at the time of the murter. My 
brother Jonathan, who was hanged a yeur ago, 
was not with us, although they swore in court 
he was. We were ail alone. Jonathac went 
along on Saturday nicht. the night we burned the 
building, after Ettinger and I bad murdered the 
man and fe. The rest I have confessed. 
Peace be with us all. 

The Rev. Edward Edmonds, one of the 
doomed, man’s spiritual advisers, then led 
him in the Lord’s Prayer, Moyer repeating 
each sentence after the Lutheran clergyman. 
The Rev. A. II. Spangler, a Lutheran pastor 
of this place, murmured a few words of 
courage anc consolation, and then the two 
clergymen stepped off the yee, leaving 
Moyer alone with the Sheriff to pay the pen- 
alty of the outraged law. 

Sheriff Reichly bound him hand and foot, 
adjusted the noose, and placed the white cap 
over his head. The prop was removed, the 
trap fell, and Moyer dropped into eternity. 
Death was almost instantaneous. 

The body was taken down and placed in a 
new walnut coffin and then set outside the 
jail on the pavement, where it was viewed by 
a crowd of holidaymakers. 

THE NIGHT BEFORE DEATH. 

The night before his execution was passed 
by Moyer in sleep and prayer. The shackles 
were removed from his legs and he was al- 
lowed to pace the narrow confinement of his 
cell. His jailer. Aaron Renninger, asked 
him if he should remain in the room during 
the night, but Moyer replied that he would 
rather be alone. For two days he had 
watched the erection of his gallows, 
the one upon which his brother was oo @ = 
for the same crime, and his nerves had be- 
come unstrung while noting the prepara- 
tions for his death. His wishes were com- 
plied with, but several times during the 
night Renninger peeked ag by i a crevice 
in the cell-door, and onee he heard Moyer 
offering a petition to Heaven, “God, 1 have 
done great wrong. You are Judge. 

g me to forget man on 
the eve of my death, and let me feel that | 
am but a miserable worm, disobeying the 
laws of my country and my God, because 1 
was ignorant of their value.” 

This morning Moyer até a substan- 
tial breakfast. He expressed a wish 
to see Mrs. Reichly, the wife of the 
Sheriff. She entered his cell and 
conversed with him for some time about 
his spiritual welfare. As she talked to him 
Moyer witnessed from the Window of his 
cell an assistant of the Sheriff tying the rope 
to the cross-beam of the gallows upon which 
he was to die. : 

ISRAEL ERB. . 

In an apartment just above his head, 
pacing back and forth as well as his chains 
would permit, was Israel Erb, the man who 
plotted the crime for which the wretch in 
the lower cell was about to die. During the 
time when Mrs. Reichiy was talking with 
Moyer a conversation was in progress in the 
upper room with Erb. He said: 1 donot 
feel alarmed by Moyer’s death, because 1 
have had nothing to do with it. 1 am guilt- 
less of any.crime. I did not urge either him 
or his brother to kill the Kintzlers, who lived 
near Troxelville, and who were supposed 
to have a great deal of money. Ido not 
know whether I will be hanged ornot. ‘The 
matter is before the Board of Pardons, I be- 
lieve, and I cannot tell what they will do. I 
shall not go to my window when Uriah 
po 9 is hanged.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was maderately act- 
ive yesterday. Generai business is still report- 
ed quiet, buta fair miscellaneous demand for 
money is noted at 6@7 per cent, with ample 
funds offering. Currency orders from the coun- 
try districts were fair in volume. 

The aggregate of Chicago bank clearmgs yes- 
terday was $6,400,000, being $1,400,000 less than 
on Tuesday. 

The internal revenue recelpts yesterday were 
$27,935, spirits paying $21,530, cigars and tobac- 
co $4,837, and beer $1,526. 

Bastern exchange was quoted flat at 800 
discount per $1,000, and bankers ure ordering 
money freely from New York. The flow of cur- 
rency westward from the seaboard accounts for 
the stringency there. Much of this money is 
going into the live-stock and grain regions. 

Foreign exchange was dul and lower. About 
$500,000 gold was ordered from Germany to 
New York yesterday. Local bankers will prob- 
ably order some from over the water today. 
Posted rates on sterling were 8166681. and act- 
ual 481@4 83%. English documentary. 4784@ 
479. French do, 526%, and German do, 93%. 

The law recently passed by Congress relieves 
banks ot the necessity of making the January 
and July reports to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency,from which the taxes were made up, Look- 
ing at it with thia in mind, local bankers under- 
stand that the last report was made on Jan. 1, 
and that taxes on capital and deposits ceased on 
that date. In other words, the new law is in 
force and dates back to the first of the year. 

The New York stock market was generally 
weak yesterday, with moderate activity early 
and duliness afterwards. The closing tone was 
firm, however. and some. lines closed bigher 
than the previous day. The bears were oper- 
ating partiy ou the fact of a tight money mar- 
ket, due partly on renn (weakness) of 
persistent attacks on St. Paul, which seems to 
bave some special friends who keep on repeat- 
ing disparaging rumors after they have been 
authoritatively denied. 

The report that $2,000,000 in goid had been 
shipped from Europe yesterday, from London, 
is probably an exaggeration. 

Union Pacific bas declared a dividend of 1\% 
per cent, and Western Union will undoubtedly 
follow suit with the same figure. 

The annual statement of the Union Pacific 
shows a surplus of $2,340,000 at the close of 1882, 
and a reduction of debt to the extent of $1,153,- 
000. This is a much more favorable showing 
than had generally been expected. The freight 
earnings show a decrease of $1,661,000. 

Negotiations have been concluded for the sale 
of bonds and stock of the South Pennsylvania 
Ralirvad. It is said the securities will be taken 
by Vanderbilt and his friends. 

Newotiations are also said to have been favor- 
ably ended for the lease of Jersey to Reading. 
The arrangement provides for the use of Jer- 
sey tracks by Baltimore & Obio. 

Faro'’s Loan & Trust Company is issuing ne- 
gotiable receipts for Virginia deferred certili- 
cates. 

It is denied that Burlington will reduce its 
regular 8 per cent dividend. Officers say the 
company was never in better financial condition; 
it earned 10% per cent last year, and promises to 
do fully as well as that for 1883.

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were weak yes- 
terday, with a moderate volume of trading, 
chietiy on tocal account. There was a good deal 
of selling all round by holders, and some by 
shorts, but the latter wererather scary about 
operating, though not a few of them looked 
longingly at the situation, reminding one of 
Macbeth's cat, loving fish, but fearmg to wet 
ber feet. One prominent holder was said to be 
going to Cuba, and another assigned as a reason 
for selling that he was going to—get out. The 
fine weather, with prospects of plenty more of 
it to bring ia produce and favor the realization 
of more, was the weakening point; and it told in 
other places as well as in Chleago. 

Provisions were moderately active end weak. 
They sold down rather beavily during the first 
bour, steadied on the first call, reacted a little 
towards noon, dgain weakened, and closed a 
shade firmer. Pork declined 24%c and closed 
7% below the latest prices of Tuesday, at 
$18.27% for May. Lard declined 74%@l0c, and 
closed tame at $11.40 bid for May. Meats fell off 
another 10, closing at $9.75 for May ribs. Liver- 
pool was quoted dull on meats and lard, while 
our receipts of hogs were small and the market 
stronger. There was a considerabie quantity of 
stuff on sale early, and that fact weakened the 
hands of some parties who bad jumped into the 
breach the previous day as buyers. They. too, 
wanted tu sell, and the result was weakness. 
Possibly the smalinessof the hog movement was 
regarded as indicating a good time to unload. 
Some local packers spoke as if they thought the 
depression was causeless, but did not seem dis- 
posed to arrest it. The understanding was that 
some money borrowed for packing purposes 
during the winter had to be repaid or the loan 
renewed, and the parties elected to get rid of 
their holdings, the fact being much maguined 
by the speculators. 

Flour was dull and unchanged. The sale of 1,000 
sacks on Tuesday evening helped to make a 
fair total for yesterday, but the market was al- 
most lifeless. There was apparently no buying 
on foreign account and the local demand was 
dull. Exporters have recently received orders 
to hold back some lots that had been bowght to 
send to Europe. Bran and other coarse min- 
stuffs were easier, 

Wheat was less active and again weak, declin- 
ing e and closing de below the latest prices of 
Tuesday, at $1.08 for March and 81.8% bid for 
May. The British markets were calied dull and 
steady, while receipts at Western pofuts (incilud- 
ing flour) were large, and the weather favorable 
to an early spring, while the publication of the 
fact that the European outlook bas much im- 
proved also tended to depress. The market 
was a dragging one throughout, with as much 
unloading us it would bear, though holders tried 
to prevent weakness by selling at intervals and 
allowing the market to recuperate between 
whiles. New York is said to be heavily long on 
wheat ia this market, and some parties were 
speculating on the chance that the weakuoess 
would bring out some of those holdings, but 
“the spirit failed to terialize.” The curreat 
offerings of.car-lots found buyers at about 0 
decline. The news from the winter-wheat 
regions was generaliy favorabie in regard to 
prospects for next harvest. On the afternoon 
call the market was ic lower. 

Corn was less active and rather weak, declin- 
ing uo and closing , below the latest prices of 
Tuesday, at 57%, bidfor March and e bid for 
May. The British markets were called dull and 
easier, while our receipts were smaller in vol- 
ume, but fully up to the demand, car-lots being 
easier, with only a moderate shipping inquiry. 
The speculative departtinent was chiefly a sell- 
ing one, except at M for May. That fact formed 
about the only real feature in the market. There 
were buying orders bere to take a good many 
bundreds of thousands of bushels when it could 
be obtained at that figure, and this made the 
market strong at 62c, with only one little dip 
below it, while it was weak at anything over 
that. On the afternoon call the market was a 
shade firmer. 

Oats opened strong and \%c higher than the 
latest figures of Tuesday, but subsequently in the 
absence of buying orders and an apparent desire 
on the part of operators to sell, especiatly the 
later futures, prices dropped sharply Aeon the 
early deliveries and 4c on the more remote, the 
market closing generally at the lowest prices of 
the day. No. 2 spot were in light demand, sell- 
ing at nec. and July sold at 4@43%c. 
Samples were slow and went out at lower prices. 
One year ago, with little more than one-baif the 
quantity of oats in store, regular oats sold at 40 
@A0%c. 

Rye was quiet and weaker, selling off Ic 
throughout thé list. No. 2 spot sold at 6666 
66c for gilt-edged, closing at 65c. Seller March 
was quotable at 644@04%{c, April at 654%@65%(0, 
and May sold at 70\c, closing at oo as the best 
bid. Rejected in store, 54%c. On the afternoon 
call May declined lec, selling at 69@69%<c. 

Barley was dull, both for store lots and on 
track, No. 2 spot being quotable at 78e, and No. 
3 at 52½ 0. No, 3 for April delivery sold at 53c. 

In dry goods a moderately fair business is Be- 
ing done. The demand for groceries is improving 
slowly, and sugars, coffees, and other leading 
staples are quoted firm. Butter was dull and 
lower. The stock is large, and the call is chiefly 
for immediate use in the city. Cheese was firm, 
and the lower grades active for shipment. Coal 
was slow and anthracite weak. 

Green fruits remain steady at the prices rul- 
ing for the last week. Eggs were firmer asa 
result of the colder weather, selling at 19@20c 
per doz by the case. In drugs and chemicals a 
fair business is reported, with the prices of the 
leading staples unchanged. . Hides show no 
change, either in prices or condition of trade. 
Tallow quiet and steady. Potatoesin good de- 
mand at 72@75c, with supply liberal. Timothy 
seod was rather uosecttied, selling at $1.66@1.68 
for prime. Clover-seed was firm and higher, 
common to choice being salable at $7.25@8.10, 
and prime medium at $7.5. Flaxseed in de- 
mand and firmer, selling at SLL tor No. 1 
on track. Hay quiet and steady. Live hogs 
quiet at $7.90@8.00 per 100 lbs for light to heavy. 

The fact that most ot the trading in futures 
on ‘Change is for May delivery causes an un- 
usually sharp lookout to be kept on the dates 
when graia is received. The lower grades al 
sell on first storage, and are, therefore, not 
amenable to the rule for No. 2, which provides 
that rerular storage is 4c up to the middie of 
April, and only lec after that. No. 2 corn re- 
ceipts bearing date of yesterday commanded 
% more than if the receipt had been dated last 
Tuesday, because anything dated March 7 will 
carry into May for 3c per bu, and only involve 
the subtraction of Ide from the selling price if 
delivered May 1, while for receipts dated pre- 
viously 2\c will have to be taken from the bill 
in order to make them regular. 

The cow-beill was again beard in oats yester- 
day, but its tinkle was left- banded. The clapper 
dropped.

Annual Meeting of the Three C.’s & 1.— 
Election of Directors and Officers—The 
Vear’s Business, 

CLEVELAND, O., March 7.—[Speeial.]—The fif- 
teenth annual report of the Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis Railway was sub- 
mitted to the stockholders by President Deve- 
reaut at the annual meeting today. Notwitb- 
standing the complexities which embarrassed all 
railroads during the first half of 188, wien 
through-freight rates were in a state of almost 
bopeless depression and at the lowest point that 
bas ever been reached in the conduct of rail 
transportion, it compares very favorably with 
the report of 1881, and shows the prop- 
erty to be more secure and promising 
than any period within twenty years. 
The gross earnings were $4,441,005 and 
operating qgpenses $3,589,908, leaving the net 
earnings $551,637. This is an increase in gross 
earnings of $64,978, and a decrease in ope- 
rating expenses of $3,301, making the increase 
in net earnings. $68,306, or .0485 per cent. After 
paying tne dividend of 2 per cent a surplus of 
$557,632.41 remains in the treasury—a thing quite 
uncommoa for this property. The bonded debt 
was also decreased 
year, and how stands 
favorable financial exhibit was not secured at 
the expense of either road or its equipment, as 
is often’ the case, for the road, with its equip- 
ment, bas been fully maintained to the higu 
standard of perfection which distinguishes it. 
After rea the annual report President 
Devereaux stated for the editication of the 
stock holders that, aithough the disastrous flood 
bad virtualiy knocked them out of ten days 
business in February of the current oar the 
total earnings since Jan. 1 had increased $5),- 
807.11 over the corresponding poriod of 1881. 
leaving net earnings of over $2,000 in the 
Treasury for tbis time. It is a simple 
matter of record that the road has always been 
operated at a heavy loss during the first half of 
the year, owing to its peculiar trathe, and there- 
fore the outlook for the future is very flatter- 
ing. It was developed today that Mr. Vander- 
bilt owns five times more stock in the road now 
than he did a year ago, and it is therefore 
reasonable to suppose. he not only 
does not propose to relinquish bis hold 
upon the property, as has en reported, 
but that be is buying for control. The only 
change in the directory was the election of 
Wuüllam Bayard dg „ te of the St. 
Louis, Alton & Terre Haute Road, which the 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis 
recentiy leased, in the place of H. B. Balzer. 
both of New York. There was no change in 
management. It was announced that the le 
of the St. Louis. Alton & Terre Haute will be 
submitted fer approval as soon as the necessary 
legal notive Can be given.

Miscellaneous Items. 

Five car-loads of European emigrants came 
in yesterday by the Michigan Central and one by 
the Lake Shore. The bulk of the emigration is 
still tending to the Northwest. 


The meeting of the Illinois Freight-Rate As- 


sociation which was to have been held at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday has been post- 
poued until today because the General Freight- 
Agents of the Western connections of the 
trunk lines did not get through their work, 
which prevented some of the members from 
attending. The meetmg is for the purpose of 
rearranging the rates on salt and lumber. 

The Milwaukee Sentinel. reports an officer of 
the St. Paul Company as say iu that it had been 
actinitly decided to construct a line from Cedar 
Rapids, on the Council Biuffs Division, to Kan- 
sus City. Tne proposed road would pags through 
Ottamwa, Milan, Cillicothe, and Kingston. Ar- 
ranvgements were likely tg be made for reaching 
Kansas City via the Hannibal & St. Jo bridge. 
The road would open a country rich in coal and 
iron mines, and would secure a valuable inter- 
change of business with the network of roads 
centering at Kansas City. 

The St. Louis Republican of Tuesday says: 
Thore was a mysterious confereuce yeste-day 
between Capt. Rogers, General Manager of the 
Frisco; Mr. John C. Gault. Vice-President of 
the Wabash: Mr. George Olds, General Freight 
Agent of the Missouri Pacific; and Mr. George 
W. Cale, General freight Agent of the Frisco. 
It was held at Capt. Kogers’ office, It lasted for 
more than an hour. The detalis could not be 
learned. It must have been in reference to the 
agreement just made between the Frisco and 
Guif Roads on Kansas City business. This mat- 
ter, it is more than probable, will furnish before 
many days some interesting information.” 

Mr. J. E. Lockwood, General Passenger and 
Ticket Agent of the Kansas City, Fort Scott & 
Gulf Raiiway, has issued a circular announcing 
that, commencing Sunday, March 11, its Arkan- 
sas & Texas express train, with chair-car at- 
tached, will leave Kansas Citv daily at 6 p. m., 
runuing through to Springfield, Mo., where close 
cotbnection will be made with trains on the St. 
Louis & Sau Francisco Kallway for ali points on 
that line, and in Arkansas on or via the Little 
Rock Fort Smith Railway. This train will 
leave Springfield daily at 10:45 p. m., making 
close connection with trains on the St. Louis & 
San Francisco Railway and arriving at Kansas 
City at 8:30 a. m. 

Mr. H. B. Ledyard, General Manager of the 
Michigan Central Railroad, wasin the city yes- 
terday. Ia a conversation with a TRIBUNE rep- 
resentative Mr. Ledyard stated that no new 
steps have lately been taken regarding the con- 
struction of a new depot on the Lake-Front, it 
baving been impossibie thus far to come to an 
agreement witb the lilinois Central regarai 
the tocation of the new depot. Mn Ledyard, 
bowever, seems to feel confident that some 
action regarding this matter will soon be taken, 
and that the construction of the new depot will 
be commenced before this year is over, The 
new depot at Detroit, Mr. Ledyard said, is now 
in the course of construction, and will be un- 
ished about Jan. 1, 1884. It willbe a handso 
and commodious structure, and will cost abo 
$150,000. The trains of the Michigan Central. 
pee the completion of the new depot at 

Jetroit, are running into the temporary depot 
on Fourth street. 

The passenger department of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, under date of March 
3, have issued a circular giving instructions as 
regards fares to be charged and privileges pas- 
sengers are entitled to who travel on the limited 
fast express to supersede all previous instruc- 
tions relating to this train. A foot-note on the 
circular reads as follows: As au additional 
means of popularizing the New York and Ohi- 
cago limited’ with the traveling public, con- 
ductors and their assistants are requested to 
exercise special care in their intercourse with 
passengers, and to furnish promptly and ina 
pleasant manner any desired information. The 
class of travel that will naturally take this train 
at the bigber rate will be very exacting in its 
demands, and it is not onty important that all 
causes tor complaint should be avoided, but, on 
the other hand, passengers should be allowed to 
feel that every effort is being made by our 
trainmen to enbance the pleasure and comfort 
of their trip over our line.’ 

The new baggage agreement adopted by the Chi- 
cago roads about three months ago, by which the 
weight of sample trunks is limited to 250 pounds 
each and the total weight allowed each traveling- 
man is not to exceed 750 pounds, will be carried 
into effect on all the roads which are members 
of the Western Association of General Passen- 
ger and Ticket Agents April 1, 1888. The system, 
which has bee inaugurated and gone 
into effect on roads about 
two months given general 
satisfaction and works much better than was 
expected. It is claimed that the interests of 
both the railroad companies and the commer- 
cial houses are better served as a rule by adopt- 
ing this new plan. It is predicted that within 
one year every road in the country will adopt the 
new pian for handling baggage, * it is found 
impossible to properly bandie 8 increasing 
amount of bagwage now transported on the bag- 
gage-cars with the limited facilities at many of 
the stations. The new plan not — restricts 
the amount to be carried in one trunk, but also 
restricts the total amount to be carried by one 
person, and thus facilitates greatly the handlimg 
of the baggage. 


JUDGE TULEY’S MAD UP. 


He Jumps on Commissioner O’Neill— 
He Says that the New Jalil Ventilation 
Is Worse than the Oid, and He Beads 
ONeill and His Colleagues a Lesson 
on Jury Drawined. 

(Chicago Herald, March 7.]—Judge Tuley, after 
finishing all the business he had on hand in the 
Criminal Court yesterday, wended his way to the 
Court- House, and, entering the Commissioners’ 
room, called out Commissioner O'Neill. There 
then began a good-natured-turn-over session 
in the committee-room in which Judge Tuley, 
several Commissioners, Architect Egan, and 
several reporters took an active part. Judge 
Tuley found fauit with the new plans for im- 
proving the ventilation in the Criminal-Court 
Building, and claimed that the new system 
was no improvement over the old. 
At the same time he suggested 
improvements ia the plan, which he was 
confident would bring about the desired change. 
The building is heated with hot fair, propelled to 
all parts of the building by means of a fan. It 
appears that even under the reorganization dnd 
repairs now being effected in the system that 
all the air will come from the centre or near the 
centre of a loathsome, rat-infested basement, 


| and that the only possible way of getting air at 


all clear and fine is by leaving the basement 
windows open. As Judge Tuley remarked 
yesterday, the complaint of foul air and bad 
ventilation is made only in the winter months, 
and not in the summer, when tne fan is not 
working, and when the windows throughout the 
building are all open. But in winter it will be 
found necessary to close these basement win- 
dows, else the water and waste- pipes will freeze 
up. The windows closed the building will be as 
foul and corrupt as ever. Architect Egan 
pretended to say that there was always beat 
enough in the basement to prevent the pipes 
from freezing, even thourh the windows were 
open, but tne others scolfed at the idea. Judge 
Tuley Was evidently ina grouty mood, and he 
talked with considerabie severity at times. The 
interview lasted tor nearly two bours, when 
Mr. Egan, having cleared out Commissioner 
O'Neill, bis face flushed and bis eyes flashing, 
was about to do the same, when Judge Tuley 
called him back, and, suddenly ghanging the 
subject, asked nim if he could tell how it came 
that the Judges in all the courts were havmg 
80 much trouble in gettmg petit jurors from 
the number drawn as such from the jury-box. 
He compiained that it frequently happened that 
meu were brought into his court as ~— urors 
who did not even reside in the city, and mea 
who, though they, had lived in the city, had 
never become citizens and had never voted. 
hiecently the cause of complaint had, for some 
reason, been greater than ever before. Men 
were brought in who could not speak the lan- 
guage, and were clearly incompetent as jurors, 
and he had noticed, too, that some of the jurors 
were drawn in connection with their ness ad- 
dresses, even though it was a tact that some of 
them had never lived in the city or county, nor 
bad voted here. Upon a recent occasion the 
2 said he had only been able to get twenty- 
four petit jurors out of ninety-two names drawn 
from the jury-box. Commissioner ONeill was 
unable to explain how it came about that the 
Judges had any difficulties of the kind. He 
thought it was the uniform practice of all the

Mr. O'Neill said it was a physical im possibil- 
ity for the Commissioners to live within the let- 
ter of the law. and that, with his other ollicial 
duties, he could not go about hunt up men 
whom he could vouch for as competent jurors. 
He would not do it. 

“Then,” said Jadge Tuley coldly, “ you ought 
to resign your office. This is one of your duties 
as Commissioner; one of the most important of 
your duties, and you violate.the oath of your 
office when you fail to perform it.“ Then 
be reasoned with. the Commissioner, and asked 
him if it was impossible for him to select—say 
500—men who would make good jurors, provided 
that for mak thé selection he would retvive 

Mr. .O'Neili said it would not be im- 
possible. Judge Tuley then drove bis argument 
home, and the reporters standing about offered 
various compromises designed to let the Com- 
wissioner out of the corner into which Judge 
Tuley bad run him. One suggested that a man 
in each preciuct would giadly check olf suitabie 
names from the poli-list if the Commissioners 
only asked them, and another suggested that 
the Judges in the various precincts could best 
do the work. 

Judge Tuley thought that the work thus done 
would be very satisfactory indeed. It really 
made littie difference who made the selections 
80 long as the Commissioners looked cver and 

rbhaps revised the lists, and feit able to vouch 

or all the names Sontained In them. He then 
fieured out that 7,500 jurors properly drawn 
would be sufficient to run the courts one year; 
there were fifteen Com missiopers, thus making 
it incumbent upon each Com issioner to select 
500 names. He theught it was avery poor sort 
of Commissioner who couid not do this much, 
and do it properly if be only half tried. 

Commissioner Kiehm, wio was nt, was 
inclined to combat sume of Judge Tuley's asser- 
tions, but he was quieted by the cheering in- 
formation that, as a rule, the jurors drawn 
from the country districts were good. reitiabie 
men, easily found, and generally made excel- 
lent jurors. Some one chanced to mention the 
bill now pending Springtieid for a jury com- 
mission. 

It will never oe said Judge Tuley. ‘* The 
present system works excellently well throu “a 
out the State; everywhere except in Cook Co 
ty, and there is ho likelibood of the country 
members changing the law. The truth of the 
matter is, the law is ail rightif the Commis- 
sioners would onigdo their duty as they ought 
and if they did it properly they would not have 
to put halt as may names in the box as they 
do now.“ 

Tue 2 was talked at in nearly all its possi- 
bie pb ases, and the conversation lasted until 
nearly 5 o'clock, Sut no determination was ar- 
rived at. Judge Tuley charges the grand jury 
next Monday, and it is barely possible that he 
has some inteutio#vof calling their attention to 
the abuses which have crept ingo the system.
